THE DEFICIT 


President Taft in his annual message hits the nail on 


the head and declares that the deficit of 63 millions in 
the postal department is caused by the fact that maga- 
zines are permitted to be carried in the mails as second 
class matter. That brings them the same rate as is 
given the newspapers. Is that right i 
Xot that the 


newspapers should be a specialized class, for that does 
not obtain, but the newspaper is a part and parcel of the 
public life, while a magazine is something quite ulterior. 
The postal laws ought to be made to favor, not the 
great metropolitan press. Trat the country paper—the 
paper that is picked up at the fireside each day and its 
columns scanned for the news of the community. 
That 


is the kind of a newspaper that is a part of the substance 
of the common people. It fills a place the great rnaga- 
azine with all its colored pictures and muckraking arti- 
cles never can hope to attain. 
The magazine publishers 


contend that the\-should be granted the same rates in 
the mail as the newspaper, and that is where they pull 
the wool over Uncle Sam's eyes. TThen a periodical can 
afford to openly boast that they are receiving $6.000 to 
$7.000 for a single page advertisment. such as some of the 
great illustrated weeklies do; there seems to be no special 
reason why they should be granted any low rates by the 
government or anybody else. The weekly and monthly 
magazines that sell for anywhere from 25 cents per year 
up to $1.50. and flood the mails with their copies — these 
are the cause of the deficit in the mail service appropri- 
ation, and not the country newspaper. 
Let the maga- 


zines and the advertising periodicals pay a higher rate 
of postage as President Taft suggests and the deficit 
will disappear.

The only provision for an appeal to 


the civil service commission, how- 
ever. is the provision in this section 
162 which gives an appeal to the 
Chiefs and members of the police and 
fire departments.

by the law to a person in the classi- 
fied service in any of the other de- 
partments. In other words, in the 
departments aside from the police 
and fire, those persons in the classi- 
fied service may be removed for cause 
in the manner above stated by the 
removing authority, but the decision 
of this removing authority, that is, 
the board or officer who makes the 
appointment, is final. That authority 
In the department of public service 
is. of course, the director of public 
service. 


GENERAL EFFECT OF LAV/. 


The effect of this bill is to- greatly 


increase the power and responsibility 
Df the chief executives of the various 
cities of the state; that is. of the 
mayor, after Jan. 1. 1910. Under the 
law as It now stands ne is !n abso- 
lute control of the police department. 
and is responsible for the policy of 
law enforcement or non-enforcement 
through the police. By the orders of 
the mayor the police of the police de- 
partment. with respect to making ar- 
rests and bringing to jnstice offend- 
ers of the law, may be afcsolately 
controlled; that is, the mayor may 
cause the laws and ordinances In this 
respect to be enforced, or he may al- 
low or order-themr'to Ue'-rtolated con- 
tinually. 
Under the new system he 


will not only retain that power, but 
since he will appoint and remove at 
will the director of public service as 
well as the director of public safety. 
and since he is a member and presi- 
dent of the board of control made up 
of himself and these two directors. 
he may absolutely control the admin- 
istrative affairs of the financial side 
of the city, and the cities of our state 
wiil have good business administra- 
tions Insofar as the mayor is an hoa- 
est and capable municipal business 
man. Through his appointment of 
the other two members of the board 
of control he will have a veto power 
upon all contracts provided for 
*>y 


the city council, because all such con- 
tracts must meet the approval of this 
board of control. 
If the oth--:r two 


members on this board do not agree 
with him he Is at liberty to at once 
remove them, or either of th^m, and 
appoint their successors, and in that 
way either sanction or veto the ac- 
tion of the council as to any public 
improvement or policy requiring the 
expenditure of money through con- 
tracts. 


Much has lately been written con- 


cerning the commission plan of mu- 
nicipal 
government instituted 
In 


some three or four cities of the coun- 
try. This law goes much further to- 
wards centralization of power and re- 
sponsibility than these commission 
governments, because under it the 
whole power and authority practical- 
ly of legislation and administration is 
vested in the mayor. It is limited 
oniy in the one circumstance, that 
the chiefs and members of the police 
and Ere department, if suspended by 
! the proper officer, may fcav*> an ap- 


peal to the civil service co-mmisslon. 
This limitation Is so narrow that It 
ir.ay be said almost literally that un- 
der tue law as it win stand after 
Jan. 1.
